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MANY CIVILIANS KILLED

At Least 160 Lost Lives In Dublin
Revolt.

London, May 8. No official figures
have yet been issued at Dublin on the
deaths of civilians in the recent re
volt, but 160 already have been ac
counted for. The list is still incom
plete because it is known that many of
the dead have not been registered in
any place open to public inspection.

Fifty of the victims were buried in
Glasnevin cemetery on Saturday and
"1 others in Mount Jerome cemetery
Certificates of death from gunshot
wounds in 1T.0 cases have been is
sued. Owing to the fhortage of labor
the bodies in many instances were
burled without coffins. Pathetic
scenes are witnessed hourly at th
various burying grounds. At Mount
Jerome burials proceeded under
cross fire from the soldiers at Porto-hell-o

barracks and the rebels on Rialto
bridge.

There is still a possibility of ad
ditional bodies lying under the Uebrfr
of destroyed buildings and other tin
explored places, for reports of per
sons missing are coming from ever
district.
